Specific personnel 
given pay increases 
in school district

Salary raises ranging from five to 20 
per cent were given to confidential and 
management personnel last night as the 
school board sought to bring salaries into 
line with prevailing rates. 
The action came at the end of the 
school board s regular meeting and 
following an executive session, reported­ 
ly called to discuss unfavorable reaction 
to the raises yesterday after it became 
known that the proposal would be acted 
upon. 
Figures on the percentages of the in­ 
creases were unofficial and were sup­ 
plied to the public by Robert Halstead, 
president of the local chapter of the 
California School Employes Association, 
exclusive bargaining representative for 
classified employes. 
The personnel who will receive the 
raises are not covered by current cer­ 
tificated or classified bargaining 
procedures under the new collective 
bargaining law. 
Based on the district’s figures spelling 
out the salary adjustments, Halstead’ s 
group said raises amounting to 20 per 
cent were being given to the supervisor 
of accounting, the supervisor of payroll 
and the chief buyer. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan con­ 
ceded that the 20 per cent figure was cor­ 
rect cm an annual basis, but noted that 
the raises would be less because the year 
was nearly half over. Raises normally 
would be announced in time to go into ef­ 
fect at the start of the fiscal year on July 


1 The vote was 4-0 with Karl Braun ab­ 
staining. 
School trustees said the action 
reflected their desire to bring salaries 


into line with prevailing rates for the top 
personnel and in an effort to stagger 
salary negotiations. Negotiations for 
teachers, administrators and lower level 
classified personnel historically have 
come prior to July 1 All negotiations are 
concluded except those for about 
classified employes. The classified 
employes have been working without a 
contract since July 1. 
In a related action last night, the 
trustees increased the annual stipends 
for certificated personnel doing a variety 
of extra work such as summer school 
director and subject coordinators, and 
increased fringe benefits for part-time 
employes. The district’s business 
manager and coordinator of special 
education were also classified upward 
In other agenda business, the board did 
the following: 
— Approved steps to be taken for the 
school board election on March 9, 1977; 
and in a related action, voted 3-2 to set a 
fee for printing and mailing statements 
by candidates to be included along with 
other official election material which is 
mailed to voters. Richard K. Jacoby, 
Barbara Berg, and Jack Helman voted in 
favor of the resolution and Gail Steiger 
and Karl Braun voted against. 
— Took final action to reappoint 
Eugene L. Huseman to the district’s Per­ 
sonnel Commission. 
— Presented a commendation to Dr 
Melvin Kranseler, honoring him for his 
17 years at the head of the committee 
that gave a luncheon annually for new 
teachers. 
— Approved an application for federal 
funds to build a central kitchen or to 
modify existing buildings for that pur­ 
pose.

public recommendations on use of 
third-year entitlement funds under the 
Community Development Block Grant 
program centered on fire station renova­ 
tion and youth recreation at a public 
hearing Tuesday night at City Hall. 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam conducted the hearing, second 
in a series of citizen input sessions to feel 
the public pulse on how to use the 
$368,000 which the Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development has in­ 
dicated is the city’s tentative allocation 
for 1978- 77. 
Only about a dozen persons attended 
the session. At the first hearing on Oc­ 
tober 21, a similarly small turnout was 
present. 
After Lam reviewed the CDBG 
program, noting that the funds are 
restricted to certain types of projects 
and may not be used to initiate or main­ 
tain basic community services. Fire 
Engineer Ed Casarez urged that high 
priority be given to the renovating of the 
Lompoc Fire Station. 
He noted that in past years, a new fire 
station containing 22,000 square feet was 
considered at a cost of $350,000. Now, it 
would cost more than that for a smaller 
structure. “ If we continue to wait, the 
costs will just keep on going up,” he said. 
Farley Beckett contended that the pre­ 
sent fire station is too small. “ If we have 
all of our equipment in there and a dis­ 
aster strikes, God help us,” he said. 
Beckett supported the construction of 
a second fire station, claiming that the 
present facility is unable to meet the 
three-minute response requirement. 
William Reichert echoed Beckett’s 
concerns, adding that if the city is going 
to construct new buildings, it should 
have fire faculties that are adequate to 
protect them. Homeowner fire ineuranoe 
costs are higher because of the present 
situation, he maintained. 
Alberta Morgan reiterated her earlier 
opposition to using money for downtown 
rehabilitation and urged that the year’s 
entitlement be divided between a youth 
center ($100,000) and the fire station 
renovation ($250,000) with the remainder 
going into the required contingency fund. 
In making the recommendation, she 
withdrew an appeal made at the last 
hearing that funds be allocated from this 
year’s allotment for street and sidewalk 
improvement near schools 
Mrs. Morgan supported her plea for 
the youth center by reporting that on the 
way to the meeting, she had seen a fire 
built in the middle of Ocean Avenue by 
young people. “ This is what our youth 
are doing for recreation,” she said. 
Jay Gehrts and Roger Rutherford also 
spoke in favor of a youth center. 
Speaking on behalf of the Lompoc 
Girls’ Club, Jessie Ramming urged that 
$30,000 be allocated to renovate that 
facility, noting that it already was serv- 
ing young people—both boys and girls. 
She also recommended that first priority 
on the funds go to the fire station renova­ 
tion project. 
Ronald Boggs, a battalion chief with 


the Lompoc Fire Department, responded 
to an earlier remark by Beckett that a 
new fire station could have been built 
with what it cost in architect’s fees for 
the renovation of the present station 
($22,000). 
“ A second station would be relatively 
inexpensive to purchase but very expen­ 
sive to man,” said Boggs, adding that it 
would cost $100,000 a year to provide 
adequate personnel. 
Boggs urged that No. 1 priority be 
given to the rebuilding of the existing 
station. 
"If an earthquake should hit, this 
would be the first building to go down 
and it would bury the equipment inside,” 
he said. 
Shortest presentation of the evening 


was by Chet Waite, Lompoc Airport 
operator and a reserve fireman, who 
made a one-sentence appeal that No. 1 
priority be given to the fire station. 


Lam announced that the next public 
hearing would be at the Lompoc City 
Council meeting next Tuesday when 
further suggestions will be received.

proposals and previous commitments un­ 
der the required three-year programm­ 
ing will be weighed in coming up with the 
1976-‘77 priorities, he added. 


Lam also reported that the city will be 
looking into other sources, including the 
recently approved Urban Parks Grant 
Program, in applying for funds for a 
community recreation center. 
State homemaker plan 
target of criticism 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - California’s 
homemaker-chore program for the poor 
came under another round of criticism 
as lawmakers heard charges Tuesday 
that the tax-supported program con­ 
tinued to operate without adequate rules 
or regulations. 
The three-year-old program provides 
in-house cleaning, shopping assistance, 
and limited rehabilitative services to 
70.000 blind, aged and disabled Califor­ 
nians. 
Its annual costs have skyrocketed 
from $42 million in 1974 to $116 million 
this year and officials fear as many as 
650.000 
" 
program 
million. 
The program, which has received con­ 
tinuous criticism from legislative 
auditors, is administered by the state 
Department of Health. 
The Assembly Human Resources Com­ 
mittee spent the day taking testimony 
from the Auditor General’s Office and 
representatives of nonprofit agencies 


supplying the services. 
Gerald Hawes, an employe in the 
Auditor General’s Office, released the 
results of an audit charging that the 
Health Department’s regulations gov­ 
erning contracts with private agencies 
only “ suggested” procedures and "do 
not mandate a specific course of action.” 
Hawes said a list of 13 recommenda­ 
tions to correct problems in the program 
were submitted to the department in 
1975, but no action was taken. Last 
month those recommendations were 
resubmitted to health officials. 
“ While the department is currently 
ir and officials fear as many as 
deveioping such regulation s, the 
persons may be eligible for Uie 
poor record in this area, in 
m, pushing its costs to $500 
terms of both promise and performance, 
i promise and performance, 
raises serious questions regarding its 
ability and willingness to deliver a com­ 
prehensive set of rules,” Hawes said. 
Henri Habenicht, executive director of 
Homehelpers, Inc., in Santa Clara 
County, testified that his agency studied 
cases turned over to it and discovered 
that about 25 per cent of the individuals 
didn’t belong in the program. 
Killer tells court panel: 
'ready to accept' death 


SA L T L A K E C IT Y (U P I) - 
Condemned killer Gary Gilmore calmly 
told the Utah Supreme Court today that 
he is “ ready to accept” his execution by 
a firing squad next Monday. 
The justices took his plea for death un­ 
der advisement. 
Gilmore, 35, a prison parolee from 
Oregon convicted of murdering a motel 
clerk in Provo last summer, stood before 
the five black-robed justices and asked 
them to let him die as scheduled in just 
five days. 
Gilmore, his w rists and ankles 
shackled, testified during a hearing on a 
state motion that the court reconsider a 


stay of execution issued on a 3-2 decision 
Monday at the request of two lawyers 
who had been fired by the admitted 
killer. 
He told the justices that he informed 
his defense attorneys during his trial last 
month 
that if I were founu guilty and 
sentenced to death, I would prefer to ac­ 
cept that without delay. I guess perhaps 
they didn’t take me literal ... they 
wanted to argue with me ” 
Asked by his new lawyer if he was 
ready to accept execution at this time, 
Gilmore replied: “ Not at this very mo­ 
ment. But I’m ready to accept it next 
Monday — next Monday at 8 a.m ..”

Bellevue-Stratford hotel 
to go out of business 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — The famed 
Bellevue-Stratford Hotel said today it 
will go out of business next Thursday 
because it could not withstand the 
economic impact of adverse publicity as­ 
sociated with the mysterious 
Legion­ 
naires’ disease” that killed 29 visitors 
last summer. 
William G. Chadwick, vice president 
and managing director of the 72-year-old 
hotel, said at a late morning news con­ 
ference that "the continuing public 
reports linking the hotel to reports of the 
illness has been ruinous to its busines- 
s.” 
The 29 persons died after staying 
hotel or visiting it during or shortly after 
a state American Legion convention last 


July. 
. . , 
Chadwick said the 750-room hotel, 
located at Broad and Walnut streets in 
the downtown section of the city, 
has 
found it impossible any longer to withs 
tand the economic impact of the world 
wide, adverse publicity which has been 
associated with the Legionnaires dis­ 
ease’ even though no investigative 
agency found any link whatsoever to 
hotel operations ” 
In a statement, Mayor Frank L Rizzo 
said the hotel deserved “ a better fate’ 
but said the adverse publicity "simply 
was too much to overcome ” 
The cause of the illness, which also 
sickened 150 other persons, still is not 
known. 


Minnesota governor 
to go to Senate 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) — Gov. 
Wendell R. Anderson announced today 
he will turn the Minnesota chief ex­ 
ecutive post over to Lt. Gov. Rudy Per- 
pich and take the U.S. Senate seat that 
will be vacated by Vice President-elect 
Walter F Mondale. 
Anderson said he talked with both 
Mondale and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
about his decision but they did not dis­ 
cuss exactly when Mondale will resign 
from the Senate. 
Mondale. who becomes vice president 
Jan. 20. is expected to resign before the 
next Congress opens early in January in 
order to give Anderson a seniority jump 
on other new senators. 


U.S. Vietnam talks 
scheduled Friday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - State depart­ 
ment officials say Ulks between the 
United States and Vietnam will begin 
Friday in Paris. 
The department already has an­ 
nounced that the U S. representative wUl 
be Samuel Gammon, the No.2 man at the 
U.S. embassy in Paris. The Vietnamese 
represenUtive is expected to be a 
similar middle-ranking diplomat. 


U.S. officials confirmed that their first 
item on the agenda will be the insistence 
on a full accounting of the American men 
still listed as missing in action in Viet­ 
nam 


ST SIMONS ISLAND, Ga. (UPI) — 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, prepar­ 
ing to wind up a five-day vacation on the 
Georgia coast, said today he had read 
most of the transition documents he 
brought with him and had managed to 
get some rest. 
Carter Ulked with reporters briefly in 
the guest house on the 1,300-acre 
Musgrove PlanUtion, the first time he 
had seen them since he went to church 
Sunday morning 
" I ’ve enjoyed it,” said Carter, relax­ 
ing on a couch in his familiar blue jeans, 
boots, blue shirt and gray sweater. “ I 
had some rest. I had some exercise I 
caught some fish I got re-acquainted 
with my family, and when I felt like it, I 
worked.” 
Carter said he would probably begin 
receiving briefings from the CIA within 
a week or so after he returns to his home 
in Plains. Ga. He is scheduled to leave 
Glynco Naval Air SUtion aboard a 
United Air Lines charter jet Thursday 
morning. 
Carter decided not to take advantage 
of President Ford’s offer of a presiden­ 
tial jet because all of his sUff and 
newsmen could be accommodated by the 
charter plane. 
Carter said he felt he had learned a 
great deal by reading the transition 
papers and was currently reading about 
Eastern Europe. 
Carter is expected to begin assembling 
his White House sUff within a week. 


But Carter won’t have a single chief of 
staff, hoping instead to ensure a free 
flow of information from numerous aides 
with access to the Oval Office 
Although no one in the Carter staff 


would say so, the decision to avoid a 
chief of sUff apparently was to prevent 
the kind of isolation associated with 
m uch-criticized “ im perial p resi­ 
dencies” of the past. 
Carter’s decisions were relayed to 
reporters by press secreUry Jody 
Powell as the president-elect vacationed 
in seclusion on a 1,300-acre plantation on 
the oceanside of historic St. Simons 
Island. 
Carter has not been seen by reporters 
since he went to church Sunday. 
Powell said Carter has been assembl­ 
ing information, which will lead to the 
naming of a new staff and a new cabinet. 
He also studied foreign policy briefing 
papers and closely followed the 
proceedings at the conference of mayors 
in Chicago. 
There was no indication who would be 
named to the sUff or cabinet. Powell 
said Carter had met with his chief of 
transition. Jack Watson, and received a 
memorandum regarding White House 
sUffing from his campaign chairman, 
Hamilton Jordan. 
*__ 
Powell said he had not seen the Jordan 
memo but understood it did not recom­ 
mend specific candidates for the various 
poats. 
Carter’s cabinet will be next in line 
after his staff is named Unlike the White 
House staff, Carter plans to "touch 
base” with various interest groups such 
as organised labor and farm organiza­ 
tion!, and with congressional leaders 
before naming his cabinet members. 
Carter also has said he plan» to meet 
with President Ford, but Powell said 
that as of Tuesday no date had been set 
for that meeting 
The family plans to return to Plains 


Thursday, and Carter possibly will hold a 
news conference Monday. 
On Sunday he will attend a business 
meeting of the Plains Baptist Church, 
where a decision will be made whether 
to fire minister Bruce Edwards for dis­ 
agreeing with the decision of the church 
deacons to refuse admittance to a black 
minister from Albany, Ga. Carter op­ 
poses dismissal of Edwards.

Standard Oil Co. of California 
spokesmen have expressed con­ 
cern that the company might 
have to close down its Gate 
Ridge lease operations in the 
north county unless it gets a 
substantial boost in upper tier 
crude prices approved by the 
Federal Energy Administration 
(FEA). 
Hearing board chairman 
Osborn Brazelton, of Santa Bar­ 
bara , has been outspoken about 
the long delay in hearing from 
the FEA on this matter The 


subject will come up for 
renewed discussion today. The 
oil company seeks the price 
boost to offset costs of an- 
tip o llu tio n 
eq u ip m en t 
requested. 
Atlantic Richfield Co (AR- 
CO) meanwhile has submitted a 
variance compliance schedule 
in regard to its Ellwood oil 
processing plant in Goleta 
Valley. The company last July 
15 was notified of denial by the 
county district of authority to 
construct or permit to operate 
because of current failure to 
meet county regulations It has 
continued operations to this 
date pending decision on a 
variance request to allow time 
to install needed new equip­ 
ment

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GM negotiations intensify 
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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Petroleum industry experts say 
the United States must keep 
burning large amounts of 
foreign oil “for many years to 
come." 
Sounding the death knell for 
hopes of energy independence, 
industry officials predict im­ 
ports will supply 50 per cent of 
total U.S. oil consumption by 
1965 compared to 42 per cent to­ 
day. 
They say most of the increase 
must come from Arab nations. 
Maurice Granville, chairman 
of the API and the chief ex­ 
ecutive of Texaco, urged more 
than 2,000 oilmen at the annual 
American Petroleum Institute 
c o n fe r e n c e T u esd ay to 
spearhead a new "lobby in 
Washington for rational thin­ 
king” to end government 
restraint on the industry so 
domestic energy development 
can be speeded up. 
“There is no realistic alterna­ 
tive to our continued heavy 
reliance on imported petroleum 
for many years to com e, 
although the extent of this 
reliance will depend on our suc­ 
cess, or our lack of success, in 
developing domestic energy 
supplies," Granville said. 
Government controls and an 
unfavorable economic climate 
have combined with steady 
depletion of the nation’s known 
oil reserves to bring a sharp 
drop in domestic production, of­ 
ficials told the meeting.

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina 
(UPI) — Police and military 
units killed 12 leftist guerrilla 
suspects in the La Plata area 
early today in raids following a 
terrorist bombing of provincial 
police headquarters there, 
security sources said. 
A fireman was killed and 10 
policemen were wounded when 
a bomb went off Tuesday night 
in an office where police of­ 
ficials were holding a meeting 
in the headquarters building in 
La Plata. 35 miles southeast of 
Buenos Aires, the sources said. 
The fireman was caught by a 
second explosion apparently 
caused by a gas leak set off by 
fUmes while he was fighting a 
fin resulting from the bom­ 
bing. the sources said. 
The security sources said 
eight guerrilla suspects were 
killed in a raid by combined 
police and military units on a 
suspected hideout in La Plata at 
about 6 a m today. 
At almost the same time, the 
sources said, another raiding 
party killed four suspects who 
resisted a search of a residence 
in the La Plata suburb of Gon- 
net.

DETROIT (UPI) - With the 
pressure of a strike deadline 
less than nine days away, 
negotiations to avert a strike by 
390,000 General Motors em­ 
ployes are intensifying for the 
first time since contract talks 
began four months ago. 
United Auto Workers Vice 
President Irving Bluestone said 
Tuesday’s negotiating session 
— the first since a strike 
deadline was set — was “more 
serious and meaningful" than 
any past meetings and was a 
good sigh as the 12:01 a.m., 


Nov. 19, deadline approached. 
Tuesday’s meetings produced 
the company’s first economic 
proposal, dealing with financ­ 
ing of the special layoff fund, 
known as SUB. 
The UAW. meanwhile, turned 
its attention today to ratifica­ 
tion of a tentative pact for 
118,000 Chrysler Corp workers. 
Some 200 members of the 
National Chrysler Council were 
expected to approve the agree­ 
ment worked out just minutes 
before a strike deadline last 
Friday. The council is the 


governing union body of re­ 
presentatives from Chrysler 
plants in the United States and 
Canada. 
The membership will ballot 
on the agreement next Monday 
and Tuesday with an announce­ 
ment expected Nov. 17. 


Workers will leave their jobs 
at 117 plants in 21 states if GM 
does not agree to a contract 
that matches the labor pacts 
worked out at Chrysler and at 
Ford during a 28-day strike. 
Bluestone said GM’s proposal 


on financing of the Supplemen­ 
tal Unemployment Benefits 
fund was identical to the plan 
worked out at Ford and 
matched at Chrysler. The fund, 
which provides laid-off workers 
with up to 95 per cent of their 
regular pay, ran dry at Ford 
and GM during the industry's 
1974-75 slump.

HONG KONG (UPI) - Mao 
Tse-tung’s widow and her 
radical associates tried to pres­ 
sure Mao and other top Chinese 
leaders to appoint Chang Chun- 
chiao as successor to Premier 
Chou En-lai when Chou died 
last January, the New China 
News Agency said today. 
Chang, former chief political 
commissar of the armed forces 
and mayor of Shanghai, was 
purged last month along with 
Madame Mao (Chiang Ching) 
and two other radical leaders, 
Wang Hung-wen and Yao Wen- 
yuan. 
Quoting Shanghai reports, 
NCNA said the four had “wan­ 
tonly opposed’’ Chou for as long 
as four years before he died of 
cancer. 
“After the premier passed 
away, they redoubled their ef­ 
forts to crea te counter­ 
revolutionary public opinion 
and bring pressure to bear on 
the (Communist) party central 
c o m m itte e 
headed 
by 
Chairman Mao in an attempt to 
boost the conspirator and 
careerist Chang Chun-chiao to 
(the premiership)," the agency 
said. 
Hua Kuo-feng, Mao’s succes­ 
sor as party chairman, was 
named acting premier, on 
Mao's proposal, a month after 
Chou died In April, ap in on 
Mao’s proposal, he was named 
premier. 
Teng Hsiao-ping. first vice 
premier when Chou died and his 
anticipated successor, was 
blocked from the premiership 
by Mao and the "Gang of 
Four." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
group of doctors, claiming such 
pills are not effective, recom­ 
mends physicians be barred 
from 
p r e sc r ib in g 
amphetamine-related drugs to 
persons who want to lose 
weight. 
One of the doctors told a 
Senate subcommittee Tuesday 
he felt the pharmaceutical in­ 
dustry has too much influence 
over physicians and comprises 
the main part of their post­ 
graduate education. 
The hearings before the 
Senate small business subcom­ 
mittee resume today. 
Dr. Thaddeus E. Prout, as­ 
sociate professor of medicine at 
Johns Hopkins University, said 
the current influence of phar­ 
maceutical companies on physi­ 
cians is “a disgrace.” 
“ If we do not rescu e 
postgraduate and continuing 
medical education of our physi­ 
cians from the pharmaceutical 
houses, our citizens will be even 
more m edicated and un­ 
dertreated than is true today," 
Prout said. 
Prout said research that 
promotes the industry is sub­ 
sidized. while other research is 
downgraded, and “only physi­ 
cians known to be compli­ 
mentary to the pharmaceutical 
industries are accepted on 
programs of continuing medical 
education..." 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
subcommittee chairman, noted 
that in 1975, about 5.5 million 
amphetamine prescriptions and 
another 19 9 million prescrip­ 
tions for amphetamine-related 
drugs, were issued for obesity. 
He cited Preludin, Iona mine, 
Tenuate and Voraoil as exam­ 
ples. 
Dr Lester Grinspoon, associ­ 
ate professor of psychiatry at 
Harvard Medical School, called 
amphetamines “a hazard to the 
public health." 
“Although they can cause a 
three-to-four-week 
euphoric 
high' that may have as one of 
its side effects a diminished 
food intake and consequent 
weight loss, after this period 
they are no longer effective ... 
unless the user increases the 
dose, thus initiating a pattern of 
abuse." he said. 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Pa­ 
tricia Hearst has been returned 
to the federal jail here at her 
own request for unexplained 
“security reasons." 
With no advance word, 
federal marshals whisked Miss 
Hearst out of the campus-like 
federal prison at Pleasanton, in 
the San Francisco Bay area, at 
4 a.m. Tuesday to drive her 400 
m iles to the Metropolitan 
Correctional Center here. 


“It was at her request," said 
Pleasanton Warden William 
Garrison. 


“We don’t expect her back. 
The reason is the same as the 
reason for her transfer," he 
said, without explaining what 
that reason was. 
She was moved for “securi­ 
ty” reasons, said her attorney, 
Albert Johnson, but he would 
not explain. 


The heiress, 22, has repeated­ 
ly said she fears reprisals from 
radicals because she is coope­ 
rating in prosecution of her 
former Symbionese Liberation 
Army comrades, including Wil­ 
liam and Emily Harris. 
Officials at the correctional 
center confirmed that Miss 
Hearst was transferred at her 
request. She was assigned a 
room on the hospital floor, but 
that does not neccesarily mean 
she needed medical care, they 
said. 
She underwent six months of 
psychiatric testing at the center 
before being sentenced. 
Miss Hearst, serving a seven 
year prison sentence for bank 
robbery, was scheduled to ap­ 
pear in federal court in San 
Francisco Friday for a hearing 
on requests for a new trial and 
for release on bail pending ap­ 
peal. 
Ford remains mum 
on Nixon phone call 


PALM SPRINGS. Calif. 
(UPI) — President Ford is 
making it clear that what he 
said to Richard Nixon after last 
week’s election is nobody s 
business but his own. 
Ford, in no mood for news 
conferences or talk of touchy 
subjects at this point in his 
vacation, continued today the 
routine of light work, golf and 
privacy he has followed since 
Sunday. 
Controversy intruded briefly 
on that routine and he tried to 
shut it off quickly Tuesday 
when reporters, allowed to 
watch his first tee shot, asked 
him about the phone call he 
made to Nixon from Washing­ 
ton last Thursday. 
“We are not having any press 
conferences today." he said, 
and started to walk off toward 
his golf cart 
Then he wheeled, apparently 
exasperated, shrugged and 
said: “I called him and said 
hello to him " 
White House aides disclosed 
only Monday night that Ford 
had called Nixon four days 
earlier. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen, 
besieged by reporters after the 
g o lf co u r se e n c o u n te r , 
promised to relay questions to 
Ford on the issue Nessen later 
told UPI he had the only 


an sw ers th at would be 
forthcoming on the two main 
queries. 
- Why did Ford call Nixon? 
“Because he wanted to." 
- What did they talk about? 
“That’s a private matter." 
The President continued to 
spend most of his time inside 
the walled compound of the 
Thunderbird Country Club 
where he is staying in a 14-room 
villa rented from rubber 
magnate Leonard K. Firestone, 
the U .S. am bassador to 
Belgium. 
Sheila Weidenfeld, Betty 
Ford’s press secretary, said the 
President and Mrs. Ford have 
spent each evening at home so 
far, joined occasionally by 
friends 
“She s just having a vacation, 
sitting around the pool." and 
had not left the villa at all by 
Tuesday afternoon, Mrs. Wei­ 
denfeld said. 
So far as was known, the 
President had left the Thunder­ 
bird complex only once — to 
play golf at another club 
Mrs 
Weidenfeld said Jack 
and Steven Ford left Palm Spr­ 
ings for Newport Beach, Calif., 
where Steven lives, but Susan 
Ford rem ained with her 
parents 
The Fords return to Washing­ 
ton Monday. 


VENTURA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Camarillo State Hospital at­ 
tendants who wrestled with 
Clarence Cormier for 45 mi­ 
nutes before he died of 
strangulation denied that they 
even touched the victim’s neck 
during the violent struggle. 
“He just went limp...boom, it 
was over,” attendant James 
Ringo said Tuesday at a rare 
public hearing of the county 
grand jury. 
The jury is looking into 13 
questionable deaths at the state 
mental facility during the past 
two years. 
Three attendants testified 
that Cormier, 33, a patient in 
the acute psychotic ward, 
picked up a 240-pound atten­ 
dant, Dean R. Aguirre, and 
threw him across the room the 
morning of Cormier’s death. 
The three said in separate 
testimony that they then grab­ 
bed Cormier’s arms and legs 
and dragged him to a dor­ 
mitory.

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) — 
Syrian peacekeeping troops 
rolled through Christian and 
Moslem territory to the out­ 
skirts of Beirut today, reported­ 
ly coming under fire once but 
meeting no major resistance. 
In a lightning three-pronged 
push, two Syrian brigades of 
about 2,000 men each moved 
onto Lebanon’s last mountain 
battlefront, seized the strategic 
Beirut-Damascus highway and 
rolled to the gates of the 
capital. 
They made no immediatte 
move to enter Beirut itself 
Arab League spokesmen said 
the force would first con­ 
solidate its positions around the 
city. 
A rightist broadcast reported 
that the Syrians briefly came 
under leftist sniper fire as they 


took over Christian positions at 
Galerie Simaane, a southeast­ 
ern suburb. There was no im­ 
mediate confirmation of the 
report. But the rightists said 
the Syrians did not shoot back, 
and the apparently random 
shooting soon halted. 
Christian rightist officers 
who Monday threatened to open 
fire on the Syrians backed down 
when Christian political chiefs 
ordered the rebellious com­ 
manders to aid the peace 
force’s entry. 
The Syrians, acting as part of 
the Arab League’s peacekeep­ 
ing force, moved before dawn. 
One armored column with an 
estimated 50 tanks and 100 
troop carriers rolled from the 
mountain town of Aintourah, 20 
miles east of Beirut, into the 
heart of Christian territory 
Cigarette smokers asked 
to join smokeless day 


northeast of the capital and 
took up strategic positions. 
One Syrian brigade reached 
the Mediterranean seacoast 
north of the capital, shortly 
before noon—cutting the Chris­ 
tian zone in two. At the same 
time, two Syrian columns swept 
through rightist and leftist 
territory southeast of Beirut 
Other columns took control of 
the Christian stronghold of 
Kahhaleh and the last rightist- 
held section of the Beirut- 
Damascus highway 
After an advance party of 
about 100 paratroops cleared 
the road with American-made 
bulldozers, an armored column 
of at least 12 Soviet-made tanks 
and several hundred men rolled 
through to Beirut’s front-line 
suburbs 
In Kahhaleh, hundreds of 
civilians lined the streets and 
waved as the troops rumbled 
past in dusty, white tanks

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Mammography warnings on 
cancer to be rewritten 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The government is 
rewriting the warning instructions to women 
who use X-ray examinations to determine if they 
have breast cancer. 
The National Cancer Institute said it is revis­ 
ing the consent form, which some such women 
must sign, to address the same points raised 
Tuesday by Ralph Nader’s Health Research 
Group — mainly that the risks may outweigh the 
benefits for women under 50. 
Nader's group said there should be a specific 
warning that women under 50 should not have 
such examinations, called mammographies, and 
should point out some of the potential danger of 
X-ray exposure. 
The institute in August told the 28 centers it 
sponsors around the country, where mam­ 
mographies are offered, not to administer them 
to women under 50 unless special circumstances 
— such as a previous history of cancer — exist. 
Dr 
Theodore Cooper, assistant Health, 
Education and Welfare secretary for health, 
also said he was ordering a report on some of the 
allegations made by the Nader group that exces­ 
sive amounts of radiation were detected at some 
centers — amounts sufficiently high to pose a 


problem even for women over 50. 
Wolfe said the present "informed consent” 
sheet “ fails to warn about either the increased 
risks for women under 50 or the existence of 
mammography machines, which are emitting 
enough excessive radiation so that the absorbed 
tissue dose is more than one rad per exam, a 
danger even to women over 50.” 
Not involved in the request are thousands of 
private practice operations, which also offer 
mammographies. But, Wolfe said, the govern­ 
ment should begin addressing the problem at the 
federal level. 
. . 
One NCO researcher said the agency is in the 
midst of revising the form qnd will address some 
of the points Wolfe raised. He said the situation 
is "volatile’' and changing daily as new informa­ 
tion comes in. 
The form. Wolfe said, should spell out the con­ 
ditions when mammography is indicated for 
women under 50 — previous personal or family 
history of breast cancer or specific symptoms. 
It should also, he said, give a lesson on radiaton 
levels and state that there may be a risk even for 
women over 50 when certain amounts of X- 
radiation are involved. 


Life on Mars still speculated 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Are 
there life oases on Mars, does 
Mars harbor cannibalistic mi­ 
crobes, does Mars have bugs 
enclosed in hard shells? 
These are some of the highly 
speculative life situations that 
scientists have come up with in 
efforts to account for the 
findings from America’s two 
Viking Mars robots. 
Other scientists are devising 
nonlife chemical theories that 
also could explain the data sent 
back from the Vikings during 
the past three months. 
It stili is not known from the 
spacecraft whether the red 
planet has or ever had life. But 
the Viking findings have been 
interesting enough to prompt 
all kinds of speculation. 
The two Vikings have inter­ 
rupted their scientific work for 
a month because the sun is 
moving between Mars and 
Earth and disrupting radio 
communications TTiis is giving 
scientists a chance to think 
about the information they have 


been receiving. 
Project scientists discussed 
the biological findings Tuesday 
at a news briefing and Dr. 
Harold Klein, chief Viking 
biologist, summed up the 
results 
"Putting the facts all toge­ 
ther. they do not rigorously 
prove the presence of life on 
Mars and they do not rigorous­ 
ly disprove the presence of life 
on Mars.” 


Dr. Carl Sagan, a project 
scientist and Cornell University 
astronomer, said there are at 
least three hypothetical situa­ 
tions that could explain life on 
Mars and still account for the 
Viking findings showing possi­ 
ble life processes but no 
evidence of organic debris from 
previous generations of mi­ 
crobes. 


One speculative situation is 
the “ oasis model” that holds 
life on Mars might thrive only 
in preferred localities with 
wind s c a tte rin g a few 


microbes. 
Another is that cannibalistic 
microorganisms might devour 
their dead A third is that Mars 
bugs might have hard shells 
that would protect them against 
high temperatures of Viking 
processes designed to look for 
organic matter. 
Sagan also said the results of 
three months of exploration by 
the automated spacecraft have 
shown that Mars once had the 
basic ingredients for living 
systems and could still support 
life of some form. 
" I think the Viking evidence 
makes the evolution of life in 
the early Martian history much 
more likely than it was before 
Viking, but that doesn't mean 
that it has to be extremely 
probable,” Sagan said.. 
“ Among the possibilities that 
we can think are life never aris­ 
ing on Mars, life arising but 
becoming extinct, and life sur­ 
viving and adapting to the 
changing Martian environment 
and there for us to find today.”

Treatment of 
new gonorrhea 
may be high 


A T LA N T A (U P I) - 
Federal health officials say 
the 50-cents-a-shot penicillin 
treatment for gonorrhea 
could jump as high as $10 a 
dose for other antibiotics if a 
new strain of gonorrhea con­ 
tinues to spread. 
The national Center for 
Disease Control said Tues­ 
day the new gonorrhea 
strain, which is resistant to 
penicillin, has been iden­ 
tified in 11 states and several 
foreign countries. 
Dr. Ronald K. St. John, a < 
CDC venereal disease' 
researcher, said that if the 
new 
type 
gonorrhea 
becomes widespread it will 
mean an enormous increase 
in the cost of treatment, pos­ 
sibly reducing the amount of 
money available for control 
efforts. 
“ The cost could go from 
about 50 cents for a shot of 
penicillin to three to five 
dollars, and as much as 
$10.“ for treatment with 
other antibiotics, he said. 
St. John said penicillin is 
still the drug of choice in 
treating gonorrhea and that 
the antibiotic spectinomycin 
is being sucessfully used to 
knock out the penicillin- 
resistant strain 
But he said it was possible 
the new gonorrhea might 
become resistant to spec­ 
tinomycin. too. “ We’ve in­ 
itiated studies on some 30 to 
35 antibiotics looking for 
types that will be effective” 
in addition to spectinomycin. 
St. John said. “ I think we 
will come up with some 
alternatives” 
Existence of the new 
gonorrhea strain, which kills 
penicillin, was first reported 
by the CDC last August and 
involved two military per­ 
sonnel in California and 
Maryland. The CDC said 
Tuesday 31 cases have now 
been identified in the states 
of Maine. Rhode Island. New 
York, Virginia. Florida, 
i Arkansas. Utah. Hawaii and 
1 Iowa, in addition to Califor- 
| nia and Maryland 


S. Africa condemned by Assembly 


UNITED NATIONS (U P I) - 
The U.N. General Assembly 
has overwhelmingly approved 
10 resolutions condemning 
South Africa and calling for 
arms, trade and sports em­ 
bargoes against the "racist 
regime.” 
One of the strongest meas­ 
ures adopted Tuesday said "the 
racist regime of South Africa is 
illegitimate and has no right to 
represent the people of South 
Africa.” The vote was 108-11 
with 22 absentions. 


The United States voted 
against five declarations and 
abstained on three. Two milder 
resolutions were approved by 
consensus. 
All 10 resolutions were ap­ 
proved by better than a two- 
thirds majority. 
The General Assembly, 
num erically dominated by 
black African and Third World 
nations, has adopted many 
measures against South Africa 
in recent years, but the latest 
resolutions covered virtually all 


— “ V gas” , a new and potent 
nerve gas which. Graham says,

School teachers gain 
new government influence 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) - 
School teachers gained new in­ 
fluence on government educa­ 
tion policy with the election of 
Jimmy Carter and intend to use 
it aggressively, says National 
Education Association Presi­ 
dent John Ryor. 
Ryor said he expects organ­ 
ized teachers and other labor 
unions to be "damned influen­ 
tial” with the Carter White 
House and with Congress. 
The 1.8 million-member NEA 
plans to present to the 
president-elect in the next three 
weeks an agenda promoting 
such policies as a separate 
cabinet level agency for educa­ 
tion. increased federal funding 
for schools and collective 
bargaining rights for teachers 
and other public employes, 
Ryor said in an interview. 
Carter endorsed all these con­ 
cepts during the campaign, ac­ 
cording to NEA. 


The NEA agenda will extend 
"even to the point of suggesting 
some people” for government’s 
top education posts, said Ryor, 
a high school math teacher 
from Battle Creek, Mich. 
‘‘We are not glassy-eyed 
about the prospects of immedi­ 
ate solutions to long-term 
problems.” Ryor said. " I ’d 
guess that by the end of the first 
two years of his (Carter’s) 
term, he'd have constructive 
responses to many of these 
problems." 
NEA. the nation's largest 
teacher organization, for the 
first time in its 119-year history 


endorsed a presidential candi­ 
date this year. 
Carter, its choice, telephoned 
Ryor last week to express 
thanks for the N EA’s support, 
said Ryor. 
"He also made it very clear 
that it was his intention that we 
be consulted very closely in 
regard to educational policy 
decision making, particularly 
at the national level,” Ryor 
said in the interview at his NEA 
office. 
NEA also announced Tuesday 
that its batting average on 
Congressional candidates was 
the highest ever, with 84 per 
cent of NEA-backed candidates 
elected to office. This topped an 
81 per cent success rate in 1974. 
mm

proved 110-6 with 24 abstentions 
and the recommendation for a 
total sports ban excluding all 
racially segregated teams was 
passed 128-0 with 12 absten­ 
tions. 
Hupp said the United States 
could not go along with the 
proposal for economic sanc­ 
tions 
“ Some U nited States 
corporations have been among 
the leading forces for equal 
rights and enlightened employ­ 
ment practices in South 
Africa," he said.

Dr. C harles S ch illin g, concert 
organist, was presented Sunday after­ 
noon by the Lompoc Music Association 
and the United Church of Christ at 3346 
Constellation Road. 
Dr. Schilling is 
organist and professor of music and 
carillonneur at the University of the 
Pacific Conservatory of Music. A man 
with fine techniques and vast ex­ 
perience. he is to be greatly admired 
Dr. Schilling has concertized on some of 
the great organs in this country and 
demonstrated his ability by selecting 
organ literature suitable for this quasi­ 
baroque organ. 
The first selections were from Fran­ 
cois Couperin (1668-1733) Solemn Mass 
intended for choir and organ antiphonal- 
ly. Francois was the greatest of the 
Couperins and organist at Versailles dur­ 
ing the reign of Louis XIV. Part of the 
French music is not played as written 
but in dotted rhythms. No. 1 (Et in terra 
pax) is written with a reed pedal melody. 
No. 2 (Benedicimus te) is a small fugue 
for the Krummhom and was found to be 
greatly labored, not put across in the 
simplicity and freshness that Couperin 
had intended No. 3 (Glorificamus te), a 
duo for the tierces was lovely and 
enhanced by beautifully executed trills. 
No. 4 (Domine Deus, Rex coelestis) a 
dialogue for the trumpets is sym ­ 
metrical in dance rhythms. No. 5 
(Domine Deus. Agnus Dei) is a two part 
piece for Krummhom in the manuals 
and tierce in the pedals. No. 6 (Qui tollis 
peecata mundi, suscipe) is written in 
double suspension. A lovely piece for the 
tierce with a flexible melody and the 
clear yet fluid part writing adds 
luminosity. No. 7 (Quoniam tu solus) is a 
lovely dialogue for the Vox Humana and 
nazard 2 and 2/3 with flute accompani­ 
ment No. 8 (Tu solus altissimus) is a 
dialogue for a cornet. This piece 
achieves an equilibrium between the 
calm fluidity of the part writing, the 
melancholy of the chromaticisms which 
the flexible parts create and the 
regularity of the underlying metrical 
pulse. No. 9 (Amen) a dialogue sur les 
grands Jeux (for full organ) was very 
enjoyable.

The next composition “A Lesson for 
the Organ" was written by American 
colonial composer William Selby. Selby 
was an organist, harpischordist, com­ 
poser. 
teacher, 
conductor, concert 
manager and grocery store proprietor, a 
jack ot all trades and a master of 
several. Selby's three movements were 
imitative of Handel but not as well writ­ 
ten. Schilling portrayed fine technique 
and phrasing in the allegro. The andante 
was poorly written but played with fine 
articulation. The Jig was not put across 
clearly and very deliberate in the final 
note which had been repeatedly missed 
Carl Philipp Emanuel Bach’s “Fan- 
taisee and Fugue” was a showy piece but 
not as well written as his father’s music. 
The final half of the program was 
devoted to J S. BAch 
During the 
Baroque period the proving and testing 
of organs was quite a feature of church 
life The new instrument was a matter of 
great interest and pride in German and 
Dutch tours Perhaps the many composi­ 
tions by J S. Bach were a result of being 
in great demand as a organ prover The 
four Chorales played by Dr. Schilling 
tested the various ensembles of the 
organ 
For some passages the proper 
reed stop was not available and a muta­ 
tion stop was selected as a substitute. 
Generally these substitutions were 
pleasing but sometimes the affect was 
almost caustic This perhaps may be due 
to the fact that some of the mixtures are 
out ol tune During quiet protions the 
keyboard noise was distracting. TTie 
third chorale provided times when cer­ 
tain reed pedals pipes added their own 
vibrating quality. 
The final selection, the “Toccata, 
Adagio, and Fugue in C Major” is a 
richly animated piece which is an 
organist s favorite. Dr. Schilling again 
demonstrated his concert ability. The 
Toccata opens with passage work for 
both hands and leads into a majestic 
pedal solo where the theme is an­ 
nounced This theme recurs in several 
variations m both high and low voices. 
Perhaps the results would have been 
more pleasing if Schilling had stayed 
away from the mixtures and mutations 
which are not necessarily needed in 
Bach 
The Adagio with pizzicato was a little 
too fast and very stiff and labored This 
piece all comes together in the fanfare 
section or the C Major Fugue The sub­ 
ject in the fugue was a staccato manual 
touch and then reinstated later with in­ 
consistency in legato pedals. This, 
however, was Schilling’s best piece and 
very well received The Lompoc Valley 
was fortunate to have a man with Dr. 
Schilling's credentials sharing his talent 
with an appreciative audience. 
The next concert in the local series 
will be held Dec 5 with Errol Haines 
directing the Com m unity Chorus 
Christmas concert.

Car- 
pinteria Unified School District 
superintendent, in introducing 
McLaughlin, praised him for hs 
“innovative and effective ef­ 
forts in education.”

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Oil facility showdown set

unprecedented meeting Dec. 9 
in Santa B arb ara with 
representatives of involved oil 
producers and governmental

South Coast from Goleta north 
to Refugio-El Capitan area, and 
consolidation of facilities could 
serve greatly to lessen adverse 
environmental impacts on the 
scenic coastline, it is felt. 
All oil companies in produc­ 
tion in the channel area, along 
with Western Oil and Gas As­ 
sn. , the city and county of Santa 
Barbara, Federal Government, 
and State of California are ex­ 
pected to have representatives 
on hand.

Skip signals 
saving lives 
By Ink Dipper 
(EDITOR’S NOTE: Ink Dipper (KYZ-391S) is Ike handle of 
the editor of The CB Timet Journal.) 
CBers are saving the lives of people hundreds of miles away, 
thanks to “skip,” a phenomenon caused when radio signals 
bounce off the earth’s atmosphere. 
The Federal Communications Commission has a regulation 
prohibiting CBers from talking to anyone more than 150 miles 
away. But it has taken no action against people involved in 
these long-distance rescues. 
Skip fluctuates during the year, usually peaking in the 
summer months when the atmosphere picks up extra energy 
and becomes reflective. 
But skip can also be caused by sunspots, eruptions on the 
sun’s surface which grow more intense every 11 years. The 
sunspots shoot out extra ultraviolet rays, charging the at­ 
mosphere with more energy and making it reflective. 
Sunspot activity is just around the corner. The high activity, 
which will last three to five years, starts in 1978 and will 
probably peak in the early 1980s. 
More people in trouble will be relying on skip to contact 
emergency aid. 
One of the most dramatic skip-related rescues came recent­ 
ly when a group of North Carolina CBers monitored a distress 
call from a sinking pleasure boat in the Bahamas. 
The boat, with four persons aboard, was going down fast 
when Jocelyn “White Widow” Goodwin picked up the call. She 
and other CBers, sometimes straining to understand the weak 
signal, were able to relay the information, via telephone, to 
the U.S. Coast Guard. The Coast Guard was able to save all 
aboard the boat. 
Skip signals often crowd out local communications, and 
some CBers will find themselves unable in emergencies to 
contact nearby CBers. They will be forced to “shoot skip,” as 
it is called by CBers, and make contact with a distant person 
who can relay the message to the proper authorities. 
A CBer, before he shoots skip in an emergency, should ask 
himself if the end justifies the means. Is the situation dire 
enough to justify breaking the law and bothering people hun­ 
dreds of miles away? 
A flat tire on the interstate wouldn’t qualify, but an 
automobile wreck — with injuries — would if there was no 
other way to send for help. 
CBers shooting skip in em ergencies should forget 
everything they know about 10-codes and slang expressions. 
Both vary from state-to-state and even county-to-county, so a 
person six states away might use different codes and slang. 
Skip signals are fickle, so messages should be short and 
clear, giving the nature of the emergency, location, extent of 
any injuries and who to telephone for help 
The police in the nearest town are usually the best people to 
suggest for sending help. Even though the emergency may be 
out of their jurisdiction, the police would know to whom the 
message should be routed 
Like any other call for help, a skip call should be made on 
channel nine, the emergency channel. If no one can be raised 
on channel nine, other frequencies might be tried, but with 
frequent rotation back to nine. People trained in handling 
emergency calls monitor channel nine from Maine to Califor­ 
nia, so no matter where a skip signal falls, there’s a better 
chance on channel nine of finding someone who knows what he 
or she is doing 
Skip should always be a last resort. Try to contact someone 
locally so the message can be relayed by a person familiar 
with the geography and who to call in emergencies. 
Constantly punching away on skip might break through to a 
local CBer. and no matter how weak his signal is, he s still a 
better bet than skip

After all, it’s the magic of a 
book — that indefinable spark 
between book and reader — 
that stimulates a child to read 
(HI. 
Out of the nearly 2,500 
children’s books published an­ 
nually in the. United States, 
here’s just a minute sample of 
those guaranteed to capture 
most kids’ imaginations and 
interests. 
Madeleine L’Engle has a 
well-deserved reputation as 
an able storyteller. In her 
newest book, “Dragons in the 
W aters,’’ she crea tes a 
suspenseful tale featuring a 
cast of perceptive characters 
and a well-developed theme 
about the importance of car­ 
ing. 
On board the Venezuela- 
bound freighter Orion are Po­ 
ly, Charles and their scientist 
father, Dr. O’Keefe. Also 
along are Simon Renier and 
his uncle, Forsyth Phair, who 
is reputedly delivering a 
famous family portrait to 
Caracas. 
A suspicious dockside acci­ 
dent alerts Poly to treachery 
afoot. 
Meanwhile, Charles’ 
visionary dream s start a 
chain of events that culminate 
in the portrait’s theft and 
Phair’s murder. Strange cir­ 
cumstances point to several of 


the travelers as possible 
suspects and the investigation 
intensifies when the victim is 
discovered to be an imposter. 
The portrait seems to hold 
an important clue linking 
legends about the Phair- 
Renier family to the Quiztano 
Indians, a jungle tribe known 
to possess the gift of healing. 
A series of drama-charged 
twists and a climactic conclu­ 
sion will keep the junior high 
schooler reading this one to 
the very end. 
“Catch the Wind, A book of 
Windmills and Windpower” 
(grades five-nine) is a nonfic­ 
tion book that entertains, in­ 
forms and is, in its own way, 
magical. The natural force of 
wind, Dennis explains, has 
played an important role 
through history — as evidenc­ 
ed in the early windmill 
irrigation of Babylonia in the 
20th century B.C., in the enor­ 
mous 3,000 year-old sailed 
windmills of Mykonos, in 
powering the land drainage of 
Holland starting in the 15th 
century, in determining sea 
routqy for early sailing ships, 
and in grinding wheat during 
America’s colonial days. 
In tersp ersed w ith the 


historial account are such 
fascinating tidbits of informa­ 
tion as the fact that sails were 
used to carry messages and 
that millers were forced to 
p ay a tax on the air they used. 
Striking black-and-white 
photographs, art reproduc­ 
tions and early design 
sketches complement this ab­ 
sorbing text and make it 
marvelous browsing, as well 
as reading, material. 
Under the spell of author 
Jean Fritz’s imagination, 
John Hancock is transformed 
from a famous signature into 
a very real and likeable per­ 
son. In “Will You Sign Here, 
John Hancock?’’ 
(grades 
th r e e -fiv e ), 
the author 
presents Hancock as a young 
man who relished wearing 
fine clothes, giving grand par­ 
ties and being liked by 
everyone. In fact, when 
England repealed the Stamp 
Act in 1766, 
the Bostonian 
“festooned his house with 
flags, piled his tables high 
with food, lighted up his win­ 
dows (all 54 of them),. . . roll­ 
ed out a 126-gallon cask of 
Madeira wine, and then set off 
fireworks. It was one of the 
grandest parties Boston ever 


had.’’ 
But King George III disliked 
this man who refused to pay 
taxes and put him on a list of 
“Dangerous Americans.” And 
when Hancock, who had long 
practiced signing his name 
with an a b u n d a n c e of 
curlicues and in various 
styles, affixed his signature to 
th e 
D e c l a r a t i o n 
of 
Independence, King George 
had no trouble noticing it. 
The am bition, vanities, 
humor and charm of an im­ 
portant figure in American 
history come alive in the text 
and in the witty, deftly-drawn 
illustrations by Trina Schart 
Hyman. 
Artist Steven Kellog imbues 
both the story and drawings of 
“Much Bigger than Martin’’ 
(ages five-seven) with a 
special brand of humor. Hie 
frustrations of being younger 
and smaller than an older sibl­ 
ing come pouring forth in this 
funny treatment of a very real 
and common problem.

B u ellto n re s id e n ts if it 
eliminated maintenance of the 
three-acre county parkway 
along the Avenue of the Flags, 
the Board of Supervisors was 
warned Monday. 
Park Director Michael Pahos 
said he had been unable to per­ 
suade Buellton Community Ser­ 
vices District directors to have 
the district take over the 
maintenance to lighten the load 
on the county parks budget by 
some $8,000 a year. 
He felt the only option left 
was for the county “ to maintain 
it differently” by replacing the 
grass with “ low-maintenance 
materials.” but predicted there 
would be a strong reaction 
against this from the com­ 
munity. 
S u p e rv is o r R o b e rt E 
Kallman asked Pahos if the dis­ 
trict still would provide water 
for irrigating the green strip if 
the county relandscaped the 
strip, which beautifies the com­ 
munity’s commercial area. 
Pahos replied “probably not” 
and stressed the community 
feels the strip is a beautiful 
feature of the community. The 
county maintains the irrigation 
system as well as the long 
green strip, he said, terming it 
an “expensive” project to keep 
looking first-class. 
Kallman wondered if the dis­ 
trict might not agree to make 
up the difference between the 
present county cost and cost of 
a low-maintenance strip, when 
the amount was determined 
It was at this point that 
Supervisor 
Francis Beattie 
said, ” 1 certainly wouldn’t want 
to start a civil war there.” 
Wayne Barbarick, a member 
of the district board of direc­ 
tors. termed the parkway a 
“ source of great pride in 
.B uellton” He said he felt 
Pahos was “trying to solve a 
budget problem at the expense 
of the community.” 
“ We are paying our way 
through bed tax and sales tax 
revenues received by the coun­ 
ty,” he added. 
He added he didn't know of 


the d is tric t's reaction to 
Kallman's proposal, but felt it 
might 
fill this room with 
Buellton residents” in protest 
Pahos finally said he thought 
“another alternative” might be 
weighed 
The county general fund 
could be tapped to maintain the 
parkway, he felt, by assessing it 
from bed tax money received 
from the area 
“This proposal might well be 
acceptable.” 
said 
Barbarick 
later. 
Pahos was directed to discuss 
the matter further with the 
Park Commission and come up 
with further alternatives before 
the end of the fiscal year next 
June 
In another Buellton matter 
involving the Avenue of the 
Flags, the supervisors con­ 
firmed annexation by the ser­ 
vices d istric t of a sm all 
roadway and traffic island area 
at the south end of the avenue in 
order, ultimately, to improve 
the islands with lighting 
facilities and flags consistent 
with the rest of the Avenue of 
Flags.

Palmer wins 3rd Cy 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jim Palmer, the Baltimore Orioles’ 
ace right-hander, achieved his niche in baseball history to­ 
day by becoming the first American League pitcher to win 
the Cy Young Award three times. 
National Leaguers Tom Seaver of the New York Mets and 
Hall of Famer Sandy Koufax of the Los Angeles Dodgers 
were the only other pitchers ever to win three Cy Young 
Awards. 
Palmer, whose 22 victories topped the American League 
this year, won the league’s Cy Young for the second straight 
year, beating out Mark Fidrych, the Detroit Tigers rookie 
rage by 57 points. 
Palmer, who also won the Cy Young in 1973, was named 
first on 19 ballots, second on four and third on one by the 24- 
member panel of the Baseball Writers Association of 
America for a total of 108 points. Fidrych received five first- 
place votes, seven seconds and five thirds for 51 points. 
Frank Tanana of the California Angels was a distant third 
with 18 points. 
Others drawing votes were New York s Ed Figueroa (12 


points), Boston s Luis Tiant (10), O a k la n d ’s Vida Blue (8 ) 
Minnesota's Bill Campbell (7), Oakland’s Rollie Fingers (1) 
and Baltimore’s Wayne Garland (1). 
“The Cy Young award is something you strive to win es­ 
pecially when you’ve done it before,” said Palmer, who did 
not seem surprised that he had w 
o n agai^ N o ^ y else m 
the American League has ever won 
to know you’re in the same company with g r e a l i k e 
Sandy Koufax and Tom Seaver, even though I don t think I m 
the same kind of power pitcher.” 
With three Cy Young’s behind him, Palmer said he has 
only one more goal in baseball left.

Shark attack 
was warning 
to stay away 
from area 


An attack by a great white shark on a 
Humboldt County surfer recently set 
three “firsts” for California, the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game said today. 


The incident also served to support the 
:heory that some white shark attacks on 
man are designed to chase him away 
from the shark s chosen feeding 
territory rather than to eat him. ac­ 
cording to DFG scientists. 


The attack took place Oct. 18 on Moon­ 
stone Beach off the mouth of the Little 
River about 15 miles north of Eureka. 
This made it the first reported attack by 
a white shark on a person north of Bear 
Harbor, near Fort Bragg; the most 
northerly attack by a white shark on the 
Pacific Coast, and the first white shark 
attack in California for 1976. 


The victim, William Kennedy 25, es­ 
caped with only a five-inch gash on his 
right leg. He swam to shore and was 
driven by a friend to a nearby hospital. 


Kennedy’s surfboard took the brunt of 
the shark s attack. It was severely 
dented by the force of the shark s initial 
charge and bore sharp tooth imprints of 
a subsequent bite. 


A review of the evidence determined 
that the attack had been by a great white 
shark, eight to 10 feet long The spacing 
of the tooth imprints on the surfboard 
was a major factor in the determination. 


The identification was confirmed by 
Kennedy, who got an uncomfortably 
close look at the shark’s head during the 
attack. 


Just prior to the incident, Kennedy had 
been lying face down on his board 
waiting for a good wave. The shark came 
at him from about a 45 degree angle, 
knocking hm off the surfboard at the in­ 
itial impact. The shark hit the board 
again while Kennedy was in the water, 
then swam away. 


Three investigators, Warner, Miller 
and Collier, concluded that the shark s 
attack was for the purpose of driving the 
surfer away rather than trying to make a 
meal of the man. 


The area is typical of a white shark’s 
preferred feeding grounds. There are 
good numbers of seals and sea lions 
around; there is a nearby rocky area 
used as a “hauling out” area for these 
mammals, where they come out of the 
water to relax; and there are a number 
of salmon concentrating around the 
mouth of the Little River preparatory to 
their spawning runs upstream. Young 
sharks are fish eaters and consider 
salmon a delicacy. 


The shark could easily have tom Ken­ 
nedy into bite-sized chunks and eaten 
him,” said John Fitch of the State 
Fisheries Lab. “ Apparently, all he 
wanted to do was get the man out of what 
the shark considered his feeding 
territory ’

and a fat lyric booklet that’s 
meant to be studied. 
He has continued down the 
road of self-exploration, 
which he so eloquently began 
on “ Innervisions,” released in 
1974, and in “ Songs” he has 
reached a power and range 
that’s universally impressive.

out of the job market. 
However, the Unem ploym ent In­ 
surance Appeals board ruled that refusal 
to quit school to take a job did not in 
itself make a student ineligible for 
benefits 
This ruling has been upheld by the 3rd 
District Court of Appeals. 
There is still another act to go, 
however. The Employment Develop­ 
ment Department this week appealed 
again. 
“We believe this applicant should not 
be allowed to use the Unemployment In­ 
surance Fund as a scholarship program 
nor should she be excused from seek 
work' rules we apply to all our other ap­ 
plicants.” Martin Glick, director, stated 
Glick said the case was being appealed 
because it set a precedent that could be 
used by other applicants “to refuse job 
opportunities and still claim eligibility 


for unemployment.”

cold. Some of them have been complain­ 
ing bitterly. 
Confiding in only a few close advisers, 
Kissinger has navigated the diplomatic 
seas largely on his 
own. He has utilized 
information from our 
far-flung embassies to 
chart the coursé, but 
he has seldom let 
them know where he's 
going. He has also 
been rough on those 
who have dared to 
object to the direction 
he has taken. 
T hat’s M artin J. 
Hillenbrand, for ex­ 
ample. He’s a career 
diplomat, a 37-year 
veteran, who was the 
U S. ambassador to 
West Germany until 
last month. He made 
the mistake of criticizing Kissinger’s 
style 
In one of his last confidential dis­ 
patches to the State Dept., he com­ 
plained: “The Foreign Service is in a 
state of intellectual disorientation, 
because many of its members no longer 
have a clear idea of the role it should or 
can play. 
“Certainly, the resources of this Em­ 
bassy have not been fully enlisted, nor 
has the flow of inform ation from 


Washington to Bonn ... been working 
satisfactorily. Persistent use of indepen­ 
dent lines of communication to and from 
Washington about which we only learn 
later, frequently from the German side, 
can only reduce the effectiveness of an 
Embassy.” 
Similar complaints have been raised, 
according to our sources, by our 
diplomats in Russia and Israel. Kis­ 
singer frequently bypasses the embas­ 
sies in Moscow and Tel Aviv. He deals 
directly with Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin and Israeli Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz in Washington. 
At the other end, the U.S. embassies 
frequently don’t know what’s going on. 
This has been the cause, say our sources, 
of “constant complaining.” But unlike 
Hillenbrand, the disgruntled diplomats 
have been discreet enough not to put 
their gripes in writing. 


Another who expressed his dissident 
views in writing, James Akins, the 
respected former ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, didn’t last long. He sent repeated 
reports to the State Dept, that the Saudis 
were unhappy over the favoritism the 
United States was showing the shah of 
Iran. 
It happened to be Kissinger’s policy to 
flatter and favor the shah. Kissinger was 
displeased, therefore, with the criticism 
coming from his ambassador in Kidda. 
So Atkins, like Hillenbrand after him, 
was fired. 
“I’ve pressed for reasons,” wrote 
Akins afterward in a private letter, “and 
have been told only that Kissinger dis­ 
likes me and that certain aspects of my 


reoorting have ‘annoyed’ him. There has 
been no suggestion that anything I have 
written is wrong or that any analysis is 
faulty — just that my reporting doesn’t 
fit in with what the Secretary wants to 
hear.” 
Stuart Nash Scott, once the ambas­ 
sador to Lisbon, was sacked because he 
disagreed with Kissinger’s mistaken 
idea that a Communist takeover of Por­ 
tugal was inevitable following the 1974 
coup. The secretary was convinced that 
Portugal’s new military leaders were 
crypto-Communists. 
From Lisbon, Ambassador Scott 
warned this idea could become “the 
greatest 
self-fulfilling prophecy 
in 
history,” and he urged Kissinger to ex­ 
tend economic assistance to the new 
government. Scott was right; Kissinger 
was wrong. But Scott was fired for his 
dissent. 
/ 
What makes the firings all the more 
galling is the tolerance Kissinger has 
shown for the Foreign Service’s foul 
balls. For example, the performance of 
Turner Shelton, former ambassador to 
Nicaragua, was so poor that he was 
rebuked and recalled by the State Dept. 
But at the top level, Kissinger tried to 
push Shelton off alternately on the 
Bahamas, Bermuda and Morocco. But 
those governments, having learned of 
Shelton’s reputation, objected. So he was 
finally assigned as “ diplom at in 
residence” at the Navy War College in 
Newport, R .I, where his principal duty 
is to make occasional talks to military 
classes on foreign affairs. 
Another exam p le: 
A m bassador 
Graham Martin remained in Saigon for 


years, defending the discredited Thieu 
regime and railing against anyone who 
dared criticize the South Vietnamese 
government. On one occasion, he even 
accused intelligence analysts at the 
State Dept of “doing Hanoi's job for 
them.” 
Kissinger, nevertheless, kept him on 
the job. After Vietnam fell, Kissinger 
gave him the title of “special assistant to 
the secretary.” Now Martin has been 
nominated to be an ambassador-at-large 
for Micronesian affairs. 
Footnote. A State Dept, spokesman 
had only one comment. He found it 
“ in te r e stin g ’’ that A m bassador 
Hillenbrand reserved his criticism “for 
his departure. The issue was not raised 
during the four years he was in the em­ 
bassy.” 
LOBBYING BILLS - The special in­ 
terests spent millions during the election 
campaign on issues that had little to do 
with the candidates Now those millions 
will be picked out of the citizenry’s 
pockets. 


For instance, bottlers, soft drink dis­ 
tributors and their allies spent $1 million 
in M assachusetts alone to defeat a 
proposal to ban throwaway bottles and 
cans.

Now. instead, prices will be raised to pay 
for the lobbying. 


And $2.3 billion was spent by the big 
power companies to defeat antinuclear 
plant proposals in Ohio, Arizona and 
Washington states That money, too, will 
come indirectly out of the consumers 
wallets.

The loss by Senator Buckley (he is my 
brother) of New York might very well 
have happened in any event, up against 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan. For one thing, 
New York is the most liberal state in the 
country, and New York City is the nerve 
cen ter of le ft-id e o lo g y . P a trick 
Moynihan, although he 
is an eloquent man, 
was not so eloquent as 
to p e r su a d e N ew 
Yorkers that he is as 
hare-brained as Bella 
Abzug in dom estic 
policies, so he got the 
Moderate Democrats. 
Still, it is widely 
acknow ledged that 
Senator Buckley lost 
principally because of 
his position a year 
ago on federal aid to 
New York City. 
W hat 
w a s th a t 
position? It began by 
recognizing that New 
York City could not 
redeem its bonds, thanks to a record of 
fiscal profligacy going back over the 
years, but hitting lunatic highs in the ad­ 
ministration of John Lindsay (who, let us 
note in passing, was more invisible in the 
last campaign than Typhoid Mary). 
Senator Buckley joined Secretary Simon 
and President Ford in insisting that New 
York City needed to clean its own house 
In due course, New York having agreed 
to a measure of self-discipline. Senator 
Buckley endorsed the help proffered by 
Congress, and backed by President Ford. 
It was during the tensest period that 
the New York Daily News ran its famous 
headline, “ Ford to City:/Drop Dead.” 
The New York Daily News has. over the 
years, had a most exemplary editorial 
policy, backing sensible proposals, and 
scorning ideological fancies. Alas, the 
News beams its lectures to its readers, 
rather than to its managers. Economy, 
self-help, 
fiscal 
responsibility, are 
qualities you and I should practice, and 
maybe also Chicago, and Los Angeles. 
The News’ enthusiasm for fiscal respon­ 
sibility tends to be coextensive with 
Lockheed’s enthusiasm for capitalism. 
When their own turf is troubled, the roles 
are suspended. The News accordingly 
endorsed Moynihan, who in the course of 
the campaign offhandedly endorsed 
every inflationary proposal of the 
Democratic Party, but promised to do 
everything he could to milk other com­ 
munities for the benefit of the Daily 
News’ constituents. It requires subtler 
intelligences than my own to explain the 
News 
simultaneous endorsement of 
Gerald Ford over Carter. In any event. 


that endorsement of Moynihan was 
critical. 
The New York Times, one reports hap­ 
pily, is scheduled very soon to do 
something about the awful embarrass­ 
ment of its editorial page, which 
manages to combine in its more strident 
editorials an aridity of thought and a 
sibilance of tone. Thus the day after 
Buckley’s defeat, it found itself nibbling 
away contendedly on the corpse, to wit: 
“The only occasion when . . . Senator 
James Buckley allowed events to draw 
on his store of energy and attention was 
the desperate moment when this city 
was about to plunge into bankruptcy He 
then bestirred himself enough to wave 
the city on to its apparent doom.” 
What’s wrong with those sentences is 
a) the extraordinary discovery of 
Senator 
Buckley’s alleged 
lassitude, 
never remarked by any of his critics 
ever before, b) its apparent ignorance of 
Senator Buckley’s Stakhanovite record 
of activity in the senate — it was as if the 
editorial writer had to limit himself to 
reading about Senator Buckley s ac­ 
tivities in the New York Times’ And, of 
course. c> its perpetuation of the myth 
that it is to wave along a city toward 
doom to insist that the city staunch its 


f is r * a l I p ^ i n n ^ 
Senator Buckley didn’t bring on the 
flight from New York of 650,000 jobs, a 
reflection of chaotic conditions and con- 


fiscatory taxation brought on by a suc­ 
cessimi of political leaders endorsed by 
the New York Times. And, of course, 
New York did go bankrupt in fact, if not 
in form. Holders of its bonds were not 
paid off in the cash they demanded. They 
simply received other bonds. Anybody 
can do that, if you own the police. 
What is ahead of us is the universaliza­ 
tion of New York City’s claims on the 


rest of the country. One of these days it 
will occur even to the best and the 
brightest in New York that El Paso and 
Miami and Seattle can make identical 
claim s, 
the numbers appropriately 
adjusted. Then the sky will be black with 
criss-crossing dollars, and the hypocrites 
will move about unseen, though their 
voices will continue to mock self- 
t government.
